IT SEEMS in very bad taste for a paper 


having the standing of the Pioneer 
Press, to allow its Washington corres-

the case of Mr. Sperry, who was ap- 
pointed associate justice of Dakota. Mr. 
Sperry is a young man, it is true, but 
this argues not against his ability. It is 
not a wise policy to prejudge a man, but 
lather allow his ability to be proven by 
his acts. 
The outcome of the affair 


shows that Mr. Sperry recognized the 
natural disadvantage of a youthful face 
for such a position, for he declined the 
honor. Mr. Francis was appointed in 
his place and Mr. Sperry was immedi- 
ately complimented by being appointed 
receiver at Bismarck vice Mr. Francis, 
resigning to accept _the judgship. Mr. 
Sperry is represented as a young man of 
pleasing personal qualities, and will no 
doubt be cordially received in Dakota. 
For some time he has been private sec- 
retary to Secretary Folger, and an inti- 
mate frienJ of George Bliss. 


THE rirst session of the Forty-eighth 


congress has extended over a period of 
seven months, although the actual work- 
ingjtime will pot exceed 165 days. In 
tha\time there has been introduced in 
the senate 2,367 bills and 98 joint resolu- 
tions, and in the house 7,507 bills and 
284 resolutions. Of these, sixty-six sen- 
ate bills and ten senate resolutions have 
passed the house and become laws by 
ixecntive approval, and sixty-two house 
bills and forty-two resolutions have be- 
come laws in the same manner. Three 
house bills have also become laws with- 
out the action of the president, and one 
was returned to the house with his veto.

A majority 
of the measures introduced in the house 
related to matters not of general import- 
ance, such as bills for private relief and 
pensions, for the erectionof public build- 
ings, the bridging of /rivjers and other 
improvements only of 'local importance.

The Telephone System. 


Much intere~t is being taken in the success or 


failure of the Bismarck telephone system, and 
as numerous complaints have been made, an in- 
terview with Mr- George H. Davis on the subject 
was bad yesterday and the following interesting 
facts ascertained: 
[ 


Do you think you will be successful in build- 


ing up the exchange again? 


Yes; I have listed five new subscribers in the 


past two days and am certain of others as 
fast as I can get aroncd. 


Why have subscribers complained of their 


instruments not working as well as they do in 
larger cities? 


The principal cause lies in the difficulty of 


obtaining 'good ground connection, which is 
usually done here by running a common amal- 
gamated iron wire a fcot or so in the earth, but 
in time this wire is acted upon by corrosion and 
makes a defective ground, while in larger cities 
the telephtne companies utilize gas and water 
pipes for this purpose, and these make the finest 
kind of a ground, as they run for great dis- 
tances throngh the earth and offer little 
resistance to tbe passage of the current. 


What changes do yon propose to make? 
Beginning with the 15th of the month I shall 


have some one at the central office all night and 
all day, abolish the tariff forsubscribeis between 
Bismarck, Mandan and Fort Lincoln, and l&st 
but not least, give good service. 


What are your rates? 
Four dollars per month for business houses, 


and three dollars per month for residences. The 
tariff for non-snbacribars being 10 cents for 
local connection9, 20 cents for Mandan and 25 
cents for Lincoln. I don't see why our city 
cannot support a telephone exchange and think 
the public should encourage an enterprise of 
this kind as far as consistent. I shall endeavor 
to give good service, and if in a reasonable time 
the number of subscribers does not increase 
every instrument comes out. Asa citizon my- 
self I shall try to prevent this result and estab- 
lish the telephone as a benefit and a convenience, 
and I don't doubt but what our business men 
will do their part, as all I have spoken with 
have agreed to take back their instruments. 
The only thing I lack at present is time. 


President Harris Interviewed. 


President Harris, of the Northern Pacific road 


•was in St.'Paul Sunday, and was interviewed by 
a Pioneer Press reporter. The following is an 
extract from the Press remarks: "Mr. Harris 
spoke of the rapid growing cattle industry of 
the northwest, and its relation to the Northern 
Pacific. He said the road was amply prepared 
to take care of and properly handle this busi- 
ness, and the f acilities would be increased with 
the needs. He and the company would not 
neglect to encourage and foster it by every pos- 
sible means. There is no truth in the talk that 
the Northern Pacific is trying to injure in a: 
way any other company with which it has inti- 
mate relations. The Northern Pacific has im- 
portant traffic contracts with the Oregon Bail- 
way and Navigation, which run many years, and

which insures an unbroken line of communica- 
tion from the east to the west. Tha business of 
the public is served precisely as though both 
lines were owned by one company, and the rela- 
tions between the two are mutual and binding 
upon both. The Oregon & California has not, 
nor never baa had any direct relation to the 
Northern Pacific. Mr. jHarris said the general 
condition of the road waa excellent, and the 
business during the last ten months was almost 
marvelous for a new load. The earnings for 
the fiscal year will be $11,000,000. The total 
earnings in April were $1,400,100, over one-half 
being passenger receipts. This was the largest 
single month's business ever done by the road.

Judge Hudson has rendered a decision in the 


famous Eclipse case, declaring the boat to be 
the property of Wm. Braithwaite, of this city. 
This will be read with interest by rivermen and 
all who remember the controversy which has 
been in existence over the ownersnip of the 
Eclipse. For three years the steamer has been 
claimed and operated by Leighton & Jordan, 
and now the court decides that she is the prop- 
erty *f Captain Braithwaite. The following is 
a brief history of the case: 


The Eclipse was originally owned by Captain 


Geo. Moore and others. She was built in Pitts- 
burg in 1878, and was operated by Captain 
Moore during that season, and libelled in the 
fall of 1878 by McLean & Macnider for supplies 
and money furnished. In February, 1880, she 
was soH to the United States marshal, and was 
bought by Wm. Braithwaite for the sum of

tain Moore. The first year Captain Braithwaite 
earned 88,000 with the boat, which added much 
to her value. In the winter of 1880-Sl, because 
of the perilous position she occupied in the ice 
below Fort Buford, the steamer was offered for 
sale for $11,500, but no purchaser was secured. 
Whon the spring break-up set in Captain 
BraLhwaite rescued the boat from ruin, while 
nearly every other craft at this point was de- 
stroyed. Leighton & Jordan losing their boats, 
immediately offered to buy the Eclipse, but as 
Mr. Braithwaite had gone to considerable 
exp -use and trouble in saving her from the 
general wreck, he refused to sell, especially for 
a price much less than he could have secured, 
and notified Mr. Leighton to that effect. Leigh- 
ton & Jordan, securing the co-operation of the 
Pittsburg parties, took forcible possession of 
the boat. Since then, April, 1881, the boat has 
been operated by Leighton & Jordan, and Cap- 
tain Braithwaite has received none of her 
earnings. The Pittsburgh parties, claiming to 
be owners in majority, libelled the boat and 
Captain Braithwaite as master, for possession. 
Captain Braithwaite answered the libel, though 
his attorney, George P. Flannery, and received 
the following very gratifying decision from 
Judge Hudson last evening. It should be said 
here, that Attorney George P. Flannery man- 
aged the case in a very able manner, and won 
against some of the most talented lawyers of 
St. Paul.
